ant of Hague 
who was adjudged 
a 
bankrupt some time ago 
The ques 
tion arose between 
Sheriff 
Ramsey 
and Prosecuting 
Attorney 
Rivers of 
the legality 
of this sale as a home 
stead exemption 
which bore a tinge 
of Illegality 
was 
hanging 
over the 
transaction 
Several months ago Mr Davis made 
an assignment and the stock of goods 
consisting 
of 
general 
merchandise 
was sold to a 
In this city 
This 
transaction 
was 
all right as far 
ah 
it went but the amount realized 
from 
the transaction did not begin to equal 
the indebtedness 
of 
the 
bankrupt 
hence certain real property was ad 
vertised to be sold on the regular rule 
day In order to satisfy other judgments 
against the defendant 
But 
the trouble came 
at a later 
date 
which created the diversity of 
opinion 
in law between 
the 
prose- 
cuting attorney and the sheriff 
Mr 
Davis 
who 
Is a married man 
sued 
out the writ of homestead 
exemption 
wblfjh entitled him to the possession 
of property to the value 
of 
1000 
The 
description 
however 
showed 
that the property 
embraced 
In the 
homestead exemption comprised three 
separate 
and 
distinct 
parcels 
being 
one parcel containing the store build 
ing 
another containing 
Mr 
Davis 
residence both situated at Hague 
and 
still another parcel near Gracys mill 
Sheriff Ramsey contends that under 
the law 
governing 
the case he had 
no right to sell the property 
while 
Attorney 
Rivers 
differed 
with him 
The result was that the property 
was 
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not sold 
as the 
sheriff 
refused 
to 
put it on the block 
and the States 
attorney failed to take the legal steps 
to compel him to do so 
Thus 
the 
matter stands 
and the 
outcome will be watched with consid- 
erable Interest 
The law as looked upon from some 
sides 
provides that property

In a homestead 
exemp- 
tion must be embraced 
in one parcel
